Herald of Saturday last, in noticing the 
commencement of a new paper in that 
section of the country, 1emaiks 
“The Columbia Star will make its first 
appearance with one stiong recommenda- 
tion in its favor, namely, that it will be 
printed on.our'old Ramage press —the 
pioneer of California pressos In what 
year this piess was built, or how it was 
used prior to its embarkation fromm New 
York, tradition doth not inform us, but 
its career of emigration commenced by a 
trip fiom New York to Texas Thence 
wt traveled through Mexico, thence to 
Monterey ın California, where ıt was used 
by the Governors for printing proclama- 
tions ahd other public documents Thence 
it removed to San Francisco, for the in- 
troduction of her first newspaper — we 
forget 1ts name—the one, however, which 
has grown into the Alta California 
Anxious to dissemmate further light, ut 
afterwards moved to Sacramento, and lo! 
the Placer Times began to be scattered 
among a reading people Its missionary 
work being performed in that city, i 
planted its next stalon at Stockton, and 
gave us the Times, the first paper pub 
ished in the San Joaquin district About 
the 1st of July, 1850, the Sonora Flerald 
appeared, proud to harl from the same old 
presa, that had never yet been bioken 
On that and no other we have continued 
to print, unul a few weeks since, when it 
surrendered its place to a large Washing. 
ton press Still a missionary, it goes to 
Columbia, and the Star will be the fifth 
journal, in this State, that has been started 
‘by it Theothers are all in a flourishing 
condition, and we hope that the Columbia 
Star will succeed im like manner ” 

The old press alluded to above is indeed 
an interesting relic of the “Art preseiva- 
tive,” as it was founded on these shores 
over seven years ago, and we trust the 
proprietors of the Columbia Star will deal 
gently with its aged TIMBERS, 1n consider- 
ation of the-ood“Which it hasdone That 
press should be preserved to the State as 
one of the most useful and effective en- 
gines, and at the same time, the most 
interesting remembancers of old times 
that the country possesses Jt printed

Government Officers 

Since Satm day we have learned futher 
particulars in relation tothe departure of 
the U S. officers from Salt Lake Cuy 

ltseoms that about the middle of Nep- 
tembei, Chief Justice Biandebeny was 
addressing a laige assemblage of people, 
when, after touching upon various topics, 
allusion was made to the female pornon 
of the population, the Judge poinubg pute 
tho importance of olevating tho ising 
generation, and of instrdcting them an the 
ways of virtue and sobuety 

The iemarks weie described to us by 
a gentloman who was present as being 
general in then nature, and such as wo'd 
naturally niise on an occasion of the kind, 
yet Brigham Young took exceptions 
to them—ansing unmediately after the 
Judge took Mis séat, and characterming 
them as insulting the female pottion of 
the populailon 

Gov Young's remarks are deserbed as 
being most insulting to the Judges pres 
ent, and to the U S Government. He 
spoke of contiibptions for the construction 
of the National Monument at Washing- 
ton The myitation to contribute a block 
was a direct insult fiom their oppressors 
Allusion was made to Gun Vaylor — 
Young sud he was “informed by a reve- 
lation that he was then in hell,” and tut- 
ningdto Judge Biandeberry, slapped him 
onthe shouldei, and added that “he wo’d 
soon be with the President ” 

Judge Biandeberry end the other om- 
cers, at this stage of the proceedings, left 
the meeting 

The next morning Gov Young met 
Judge Brandcbeny in Liyingsten and 
Kincaid s storo, and spohe to inim, as oui 
informant gays, for the purpose of settling 
the difficulty, but the Judge (uined away, 
treating him with contempt 

Phe following named gentlemen left 
Salt Lake City foi the States on the 24th 
or 25th of Sept Chief Tustice Brande 
berry, Associate Justice Braccus, Harns, 
Secretary, Major Holman, Indian Agent, 
and Capt Day, Sub Indian Agent

the five gentlemen named, constituting all 
the Coveirnnent officers at Salt Lake, 
with Lhe exception of thase whe are Mor- 
mons.
